Corsicana, Tex., evidemce was given to show that 
ihe Klan accepted him as their candidate and 
raised funds for him, including $12.000 in Dallas 
$10,000 in Houston, and $5000 at Wichita Falls. 
The jury in that trial found that Mayfield was 
guilty of exceeding his campaign expense limit ' 
and of “knowingly failing to account for various 
items of donations and expenses.”’
